Travelling Historic Trails 
A Canoe Trip From Ralny River to the 
Hudson Bay 

When Sir Alexander MacKenzie 
wrote his “General History of the Fur 
Trado” in 1801, he gave a vivid des- 
cription of the route followed by the 
fur traders from Montreal to the then 
great unknown northwest.

For in- 
stance, it is stated that United States 
farmera are sowing enough more land 
to winter wheat to give a forty per 
cent, increase over this year’s winter 
wheat crop, after making all allow- 
ances for ordinary risks. There ts 
also indicationa that next year’s crop 
in Europe, including Russia, will also 
be larger, with possibly a very con- 
siderable exportable surplus from the 
last named country. 

Uniess our statisticlans are all 
wrong, and that is unlikely, there fs 
no profit {n wheat for the farmer when 
{t {1s selling around one dollar per 
bushel in Liverpool. For instance, 
to transport wheat from a central 
point fn the prairle provinces to Liv- 
erpoo!l the cost, according to the “Can- 
ada Yoar Book,” {gs about forty cents 
per bushel, and sixty cents per bushel 
{s not sufficient to cover the cost of 
the undertaking.

Tho quality of the Manitoba 
Product compares favorably with 
hemp produced In what are regarded 
as the special hemp producing areas 
of the Old World, Wisconsin and Ken- 
tucky‘on this continent. 

Not only has the quality of the 
hemp grown been proved, but pros- 
pects for the permanent establishment 
of the industry within the province 
are further enhanced by the fact that 
the Dominion Government last year 
) ranted a bounty of $125,000 per an- 
num for a period of elght years, on 
hemp and yarn manufactured in this 
couniry, and to encourage hemp pro- 
duction. The bounty starts during 
the present year at the rate of 1c 
fA pound, 

Official records show that Manitoba 
hemp at about $12 a ton will net the 
|farmer the equivalent of wheat fig- 
‘ured at $30 an acre.

Butter Making On the Farm 


Instructions For the Production of 
Butter of High Quality 

Dairy farmera who have no cream- 
ery or cheese factory near enough to 
be available to them will find a new 
bulletin on butter making on the farm, 
just issued by the department of agri- 
culture at Ottawa, of great Interest. 
This bulletin gives detailed instruc- 
tlons for the production of high-class 
butter on the farm. It {gs pointed out 
that much of the butter produced on 
the farm {a of inferior quality. The 
maln defects as compared with cream- 
ery butter belng staleness, bad flavor, 
|rancidity, too-many shades of color, 
| and the fact that {t is often placed on 
| the market in packages that are nel- 
their attractive nor convenient to han- 
dle. ‘The annual loss to the farmers 
of Canada as represented by the dif- 
ference in value of farm dairy butter 
and creamery butter amounts, {t is 
stated, to several million. dollars per 
| year, : 
The bulletin, which was prepared by 
the dairy and cold storage branch, and 
is distributed free by the publications 
branch of the department, emphasfzes 
the observance of a number of rules 
as being necessary tf the best results 
are to be obtained in farm dairy work, 
Only good cows should be kept and 
they should be fed liberally and kept 
comfortable and clean when in the 
stable. Cream should be skimmed of 
such richness that it will show in 
testing about 80 per cent. of butter 
fat. It should be cooled to under 60 
degrees Fahrenheit and kept cool un- 
til twelve hours before churning. The 
| churning shouid be completed in from 
jtwenty-fiva to thirty minutes.

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A Considerable Difference 


Newspapers Have Hard Time Convinc- 
ing People Advertising Is 
Not News 

There is quite a deal of difference 
| between news and advertising, says 
\the Ottawa GHizen, but a newspaper 
has a hard time often in making 
some readers realize the difference. | 
‘If a person has something to sell and, 
wants the public to know about ft,; 
jthat is advertising, It is purely a 
business transaction with the one ob- 
ject of making money. An ice cream) 
supper notice is not news—il is ad- 
verlising. Beeause the money goes 
for a worthy cause does not make it 
any the less an advertisement. Where 
there is no charge inyolved or money , 
to be recelyed from -the event, the 
paper is frequently ° willing to tell 
about it as a matter of news. A 
newspaper must 
live. ‘That is one of its ways of get- 
ting money to pay the expenses of 
operation and if it ran all advertise- 
jments free there would be no cash re- 
turns. But at that the average news-
